City Landmark 
Changes Hands 
After 47 years 


One of Circleville's oldest busi- 


ness houses has changed hands. 
On Monday, J. G. Wilder sold the 
drug store which he has owned 
since 1887 and which was estab- 
lished, 40 years before, 
by his 


great uncle, D. Wayne Griswold. 


About 1847, Dr. Griswold, grand- 


father of Mrs. Mary McCrea and 
Miss Bertha Bowers, came to 
Circleville from Massachusetts, and 
with his brother-in-law, William 
Whitney Ballard, established "The 
Pickaway Drug Store." Dr. Gris- 
wold retired from the firm in 1865 
and W. W. Ballard continued to 
conduct the business until his 
death in 1882. 


Graduating from the Circleville 


high school in May, 1880, Joseph 
G. Wilder, the following week, en- 
tered upon a three years' appren- 
ticeship in Ballard's Drug Store. 
When the store was sold, after the 
death of Mr. Ballard, Mr. Wilder 
went to Logan where he was em- 
ployed for two years in the Case 
Drug Store. 


W. J. Weaver having purchased 


'The Pickaway Drug Store" in 
1885, "Joe" returned to 
Circle- 


ville and, with Charles F. Weaver, 
assumed the management of the 
business. The following year the 
wholesale house of Weaver and 
Shulze was established and, in 
March, 1887, J. G. Wilder bought 
the drug store from Mr. Weaver. 


William Ballard Wilder, who is 
graduate of the Northwestern 


University College of Pharmacy, 
became associated with his brother 
in the business in 1887, and has 
continued his connection with the 
store until the present time. 


Few men in 'Circleville have 


given longer or more devoted ser- 
vice to their business and to all 
ocal interests than Joe and Will 
Wilder. It is ajnatter of sincere 
regret that the impaired health of 
J. G. Wilder has made it advisable,

DEPRESSION A SHAME 


Decribes Different Means 
Tried In Other Nations 


Emphatically stating that relief 


from the depression which at this 
time grasps the country is a local 
problem and not .one for the gov- 
ernment to handle, Clarence J. 
Brown, secretary of state, address- 
ed the local Kiwanis club and 
guests numbering 56 persons Mon- 
day evening at the Boggs Hotel. 
Expressing his belief that the 
problems of relief can be handled 
by the agencies at home rather 
than by federal methods, Brown 
told his listeners that no amount

Some time ago the commission 
placed a final valuation of 5374,- 
620 upon the company's property 
for rate making purposes.

*of rates however the commission 
arranged for today's hearing in 
order to obtain" additional infor- 
mation to guide it in determining 
the rates.

Ackerman To Ask Termina- 


tion of All Ohio Funds 


For Enforcement. 


COLUMBUS, 
O-, Jan. 20.— 


Abrupt cessation of all prohibi- 
tion enforcement in Ohio will be 
demanded in the Ohio Senate late 
this afternoon by Joseph N. Ack- 
erman (R) of Cleveland, wet lead- 
er, it was learned today. 


An attempt to deny the state 


prohibition department any funds 
with which to carry out its en- 
forcement efforts during the next 
six months •wffl be made by tbe 
Cleveland senator. 


When a partial appropriation 


bill is recommended for passage 
by the Senate finance committee, 
Ackerman 'will recommend that 
the $62350 allowed the prohibi- 
tion department for six months be 
stricken from the bills, be said- 


Ackerman believed he may get 


a favorable rote on his demand, 
despite claims of the Ohio Anti- 
Saloon League that the Senate is 
safely dry. 


Even if his wishes are approved 


by the Senate, it seemed likely 
that emergency steps to provide 
pay for enforcement officers along 
with money for equipment would 
be taken, since the department is 
set up by statute.

conditions, none of which worked 
to advantage. He explained

Le Blanc system tried in France, 
the Dole system attempted in Eng- 
land and the insurance plan of 
Germany.

VALUE OF THRIFT 


"The greatest need of the na- 


tion is to learn the value of thrift 
during the time of prosperity 
rather than to wait until a time 
of depression as the present one 
and try to find a way out," said 
the secretary of state. 


''There are different classes of 


people in every nation and we, 
have ours. There are the border- '• 
line people who work when they 
can get work but do not produce. 
There' are certain persons who 
won't work at all. They are the 
kind who now say they cannot 
work for 50 cents an hour and 
who said during the war period 
that they could not work for $1-25 
an hour. Then there are children 
of misfortune who try to tjet 
along, try to pay their debts and 
obligations and just can't seem to 
make ends meet," the speaker con- 
tinued 


He ended his splendid address 


by repeating that the solution of 
the problem lies at home and not 
in the hands of -the government. 
The problem will eventually ad- 
just itself, according to Brown. 


He was obtained as the speaker 


for this meeting by Mayor B. T. 
Hedges, who as a deputy commis- 
sioner handling the sale of auto- 
mobile tags for this city, has had 
numerous dealings with the sec- 
retary of state.

wood alcohol was established as 
the cause for the deaths of four 
of the 16 persons who died in nor- 
thern California since January 1 
from drinking "prohibition booze.' 


Doran said the 
wood alcoiiol 


deaths are epidemic in character, 
breaking out soradically in various 
parts of the country. 
Recurring 


deaths are spurring the federal au- 
thorities, as well as local police, to 
more intensive search for the dis- 
tributors of the lethal drink. 


The large number of deaths re- 


cently is attributed by Doran to 
the widespread use of synthetic 
wood alcohol for anti-freezing mix- 
tures which may be obtained read- 
ily at filling: stations. 
Indiscrim- 


icating drinkers have been accus- 
tomed to drinking completely c!« - 
natured alcohol, formerly generally 
used for anti-freeze mixtures.
